HOUSTON (U PI) - NASA ground 
teams today readied the first rescue 
mission in space history and reset 
for Monday the Skylab 2 crew’s first 
spacewalk outside the big earth- 
orbiting research station. 


The Apollo ferry ship that took the 
astronauts to Skylab was hit with its 
second 
steering 
rocket 
failure 
Thursday but space officials said the 
Apcllo was in “ minimum flyable 
condition” and the crew could fly it 
home as planned next month. 


Alan L. Bean, Owen K. Garriott 


and Jack R. Lousma were in no. 
danger aboard the 100-ton Skylab 
orbiting 270 miles above earth. They 
began 
initial 
earth 
resources 
research of the scheduled 59-day 
flight. 


“ A couple of us feel pretty clean 
and may not take our showers,” 
Bean said. “ We may use that time to 
catch up on some other things but 
don’t send us anything to do.” 


Garriott, 
the 
crew's 
medic, 
reported the astronauts were “ in 
excellent shape” and taking no 


medication.

adaptation to weightlessness. 


The rescue mission was ordered 
ready 
for 
launch 
from

Kennedy in case further trouble 
develops 
aboard

in space. 
Officials said the earliest the rescue 
ship could be launched would be 
Sept. 5.

command ship to include extra seats 
to hold five astronauts on the return 
flight from Skylab. Tests were 
started today at Cape Kennedy on 
the first stage of the 22-story Saturn 
IB that would boost the rescue 
Apollo into orbit. 


The first of four steering rocket 
units on the side of the Apollo 
service module was shut down 
Saturday because of a leaking 
oxidizer which makes the rocket 
fuel burn The second one developed 
the same problem Thursday and

wanted papers destroyed 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Former 
Acting FB I Chief L. Patrick Gray 
III said today he burned Watergate- 
related documents along with his 
family’s Christmas trash last year 
because he had “ no doubt” that 
senior White House officials wanted 
the evidence destroyed. 
Gray also said, 
in testimony 
prepared for delivery this afternoon 
to the Senate Watergate Committee, 
that he warned President Nixon July 
6, 1972, that aides were trying to 
“ mortally wound” the President by 
using the CIA and the FBI in 
connection with the scandal. 
Gray, who quit as acting FBI 
director April 27 after published 
reports 
appeared 
that 
he 
had 
destroyed documents found in the 


White House safe of Watergate 
conspirator E. Howard Hunt Jr., 
readily conceded destroying the 
papers. 
He also said —for the first time 
—that he had read the documents 
before tossing them into a fire at his 
Stonington, Conn., home, the week 
following last Christmas. 
Gray was scheduled to follow 
Deputy CIA Director Vernon A. 
Walters 
to 
the 
witness 
table. 
Walters told the committee at the 
morning session that he strenuously 
resisted all efforts by high White 
House officials to use the CIA to 
help shield those involved in the 
break-in. 
Walters said he warned John W. 
Dean III, then White House counsel. 


a few days after Watergate that any 
effort to use the CIA to stifle the 
break-in would be a “ disaster” to 
Congress, the President and the 
nation. 
Gray said he was “ shaken'' to 
discover among the documents what 
appeared to him to be an authentic 
State 
Department 
cable 
that 
“ implicated officials of the Kennedy 
administration in the assassination 
of President Ngo Dinh Diem of 
South Vietnam ” 
The 
committee 
has 
heard 
testimony that this cable had been 
fabricated by Hunt, a20year veteran 
of the CIA as part of his work as a 
White House consultant in 1971. 
Gray said he had been given the 
Hunt documents at a meeting in the 


office of presidential adviser John 
D. Ehrlichman on June 28, 1972 — 11 
days after the Watergate break-in. 
Dean also attended the meeting 


“ It is true that neither Mr. 
Ehrlichman nor Mr. Dean expressly 
instructed me to destroy the files,” 
Gray said. “ But there was, and is, 
no doubt 
that destruction was 
intended.” 


Gray said he put the files in two 
brown manila envelopes, took them 
to his Washington apartment, and 
put them “ on a closet shelf under 
my shirts. ’ After two or three 
weeks, he said, he put them in a safe 
at his FBI office, and late in 
September or early October carried 
them home to Connecticut.

Safeway - reported they expect at 
least a 50 percent cutback of their 
beef orders by suppliers next week. 
At the same time, these markets 
expect 15 cent a pound increases on 
poultry and pork next month. 
Meat 
manager 
at 
Jordano’s, 
Lompoc Shopping Center, said he 
was sure of getting one third of the 
store’s normal weekly beef order 
next week. After today Williams 
Brothers, 1124 W. Ocean Ave., will 
receive 65 per cent less of its normal 
beef supply. 


Safeway, 
Lompoc 
Shopping 
Center, received a bulletin this week 
saying it would not receive their 
beef orders in full beginning next 
week. 


These 
markets 
informed 
the 
Record that some beef cuts have 
been in short supply this week, but a 
good overall 
selection of 
beef 
remains. In addition to beef, one 
market reported a 50 per cent 
shortage of pork. All stores reported 
significant price increases ( 13 to 30 
cents) on poultry and pork from last 
month and further price increases 
next month 


Despite rising costs of poultry and 
pork, and during the present price 
freeze on beef, meat sales are 
extraordinary. Meat managers say 
people 
are 
buying

not 
complaining.

a half-cent reduction in the levy for one

“ The real contest here is who definitely 
wants to give the money back to the people 
and who would rather keep it and find ways

Reagan 
told 
a 
news 
conference Thursday. 
He endorsed a “ compromise” bill by 
Assemblyman William T. Bagley, R-San 
Rafael, which would cut back the increase 
from 6 cents on-the-dollar to 5 '2 cents for 
12 months. 
Reagan, returning to the Capitol after a 
month’s vacation, said the Democratic- 
controlled legislature could enact the 
measure in one or two days after it 
reconvenes on Monday. 
In one of its last acts before recessing 
June 
29, 
the 
legislature 
on 
an 
overwhelming bipartisan vote sent to 
Reagan a bill to consume the state's 
unprecedented $826 million surplus by 
delaying the sales tax increase for six 
months and providing a 30 per cent income 


tax cut next April 15. 
The governor vetoed the bill, contending 
it would not return the money paid into the 
surplus on a proportionate basis to sales 
and income taxpayers. The increase took 
effect July 1. 
“ In the light of the public’s justifiable 
unhappiness with the sales tax increase, I 
hope that the majority leadership will not 
again block the people’s will in this 
matter.” 
Reagan's 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendment to limit state spending and 
taxes offers a one-time 28 per cent income 
tax cut on returns filed next April 15. 
Democrats, insisting Reagan wants to 
run for president 
111 1976, charged the 
governor vetoed the bill because it would 
have taken the 20 per cent “ carrot away 
from the initiative and voters would be less 
inclined to approve it. 
The governor noted that the half-cent 
reduction spread over 12 months would 
consume the same amount of surplus, 
about $320 million, as a one-cent reduction 
for six months.

Detoxification impasse 


When most laws, rules and regulations 
are passed, it is sometimes difficult to see 
down the road the future effects of such 
actions even though, at the time of 
passage, they allegedly fill a need. 
Certainly, when the State Departm ent of 
Health approved their stringent rules and 
regulations for building requirements, we 
are certain that they did not have in mind 
the application of such stringent rules and 
regulations 
to 
the 
setting 
up 
of 
detoxification clinics. 
But because there are such rules and 
regulations on the books, the County of 
Santa 
B arbara 
is 
prevented 
from 
establishing 
detoxification 
clinics 
by 
employing private contractors. 
The State requires that a building meet 
all construction standards of the Bureau of 
Hospitals, 
described 
as 
the 
“ most 
stringent building requirem ents in the 
state.” This would mean that none of the 
buildings 
on 
Santa 
B arbara 
General 
Hospital grounds, except the hospital

itself, would quailfy for a detoxification 
clinic. 
It means, of course that the 
proposed County detoxification clinic in 
Lompoc Valley, 
the Farm house, also 
would and cannot qualify. 
Supervisor 
Monte Catterlin reported this week that no 
county in the state is currently operating a 
detoxification center today because of the 
rigid state requirements. 
In order for the County to establish 
detoxification centers, several avenues 
still rem ain open. A new segment of 
county government could be organized to 
operate and staff a medical center for 
detoxification but clarification of the rules 
would have to be sought from the State. 
Emergency 
legislation 
could 
also be 
prepared to allow centers under county 
rather than State requirements. 


We 
believe 
that 
the 
detoxification 
are extremely important for this County 
and it is hoped that all avenues will be 
explored by the County to expeditiously 
establish such centers. 


Small town lesson 


Springfield, VT. — That slightly 
absurd 
term, 
foreign 
affairs, 
ordinarily connotes the corridors of 
power 
in 
world 
capitals 
and 
ministers of state flying off to 
summit meetings. Here in the green 
hills of Vermont is a working 
example of what foreign relations 
can mean when practical men come 
together for a common good. 
Springfield 
has 
long been the center 
of a machine- tool 
industry that does 
about 15 per cent of 
the nations’s busi­ 
ness. 
The 
three 
p rin cip a l 
c o m ­ 
panies 
have 
the 
advanced 
te c h ­ 
nology that is one 
reason for Amer­ 
ica’s great produc­ 
tivity. 
They have now contracts with the 
Soviet Union 
for tool-making 
machines that increase their total 
output 
and 
employment 
by 
a 
substantial margin. 
For a reporter who spends a great 
deal of time interviewing solemn 
diplomats in the corridors of power, 
it is a welcome change to talk to 
men 
who 
with 
their 
advanced 
technology have forged a small but 
significant link with another world. 
They have discovered in going back 
and forth 
between Moscow and 
Springfield how different the two 
worlds are and yet how much they 
have in common in technology and 
the problems of production. 
A delegation of Russian machine- 
tool specialists came to Springfield 
two years ago after they had seen 
the products of the Jones and 
Lamson Company, a subsidiary of 
Textron, at a machine-tool show in 
Chicago. That was the start of long 
and detailed negotiations, ending 
with a contract as thick as a good- 
sized telephone book. 
The 
principal 
machine 
the 
company is selling the Russians is, 
to one who knows next to nothing 
about machine tools, a marvel of 
advanced technology A cylinder of 
unprocessed steel is put in, buttons 
are pushed and the operation is 
carried on by a tape previously 
programmed by computer. In a 
matter of minutes, as the tape ends, 
the 
crude 
steel 
has 
been 
transformed 
into 
a 
handsomely 
forged machine part complete with 
grooves 
for 
ball 
bearings 
and 
accurate to a thousandth of an inch. 
The machines sold by Jones and 
Lamson will be installed in a tractor 
plant at Kharkov in the Soviet 
Union. They will turn out 72 pieces 


an hour. The cost of each machine is 
$165,000, for a contract total of 
roughly $5.5 million. 
What the Americans have learned 
about 
the 
R ussians 
— 
and 
presumably the learning process 
has worked the other way, too — is 
almost as important as the end 
result. John L. Jensen, chief of 
engineering 
in 
the 
Jones 
and 
Lamson plant, has made 10 trips to 
Moscow to work out the deal. He 
found his opposite numbers very 
knowing 
about 
machine 
tools, 
shrewd yet friendly. Once they had 
been 
convinced 
by 
watching 
a 
demonstration in Springfield of the 
m a c h i n e ’s 
c a p a b i l i t y , 
the 
negotiation could begin. 
The 
Russians 
wanted 
certain 
guarantees 
which 
the 
company 
could not give, since when the 
machines 
were 
installed 
their 
operation was no longer under the 
control of the men who devised and 
produced them. Once this hurdle 
was over the deal moved forward 
rapidly. 
In 
the 
different 
approach 
to 
production problems that Jensen 
observed, one was conspicuous. The 
Soviets wanted a complete layout so 
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"W hile you were at your m o th e r’s, I decided to 
save on electricity by not using the dishwasher!1'

that machines would move the parts 
on the production floor from start to 
finish. No American company would 
make that sizable an investment, 
since it could not be justified by a 
saving in labor costs. 
Under the Soviet system it is not 
the outright cost of say $100 a month 
for each worker, but the social cost 
in 
h o u s i n g , 
e d u c a t i o n , 
entertainment, etc., that the state 
provides the worker. The company 
replied that their best performance 
was in making a single machine, but 
if that was what Kharkov wanted 
then 
okay, 
and 
the 
contract 
specified the complete operation. 
This is very small compared with 
some of the pie-in - the- sky deals for 
Soviet natural gas and oil trumpeted 
by high-powered promoters. But it 
is a demonstration of how, in that 
much- abused phrase, people- to- 
people 
understanding can 
mean 
practical achievement. And to one 
escaping briefly from the furor of 
Washington it is good to see men 
like Robert S. Jones, head of the 
plant who worked up from machine 
operator and who has been twice in 
Moscow, 
directing 
the 
kind 
of 
production that has made the nation 
strong.

Costly view 


It was announced some time ago 
that one of the brightest comets in 
history — exceeding in size and 
brilliance 
the 
famous 
Hailey’s 
comet — will swing around the sun 
just after Christmas. 
In 
addition 
to 
sparking 
new 
speculation 
about 
the 
Star 
of 
Bethlehem, 
Kohoutek, 
as 
it 
is 
named, may alter the nation’s space 
exploration plans. The U.S. space 
agency is seriously considering a 
delay in the third Skylab mission in 
order to have the crew in orbit at a 
time when the celestial visitor could 
be photographed as no comet has 
ever been photographed before. 
It 
won’t 
be 
a 
cheap experiment. 
It costs about $10 
million a month to 
delay a launch and 
th e 
c o m e t 
postponement 
would mean setting 
back 
the 
launch 
date from October 
15 to some time 
early in November. 
The 
m ission 
is 
scheduled to cover 
at least 56 days. 
Anther problem is the possible 
deterioration of the Skylab if it had 


to go that much longer without 
inhabitants to do the necessary 
housekeeping. 


The feeling is strong, however, 
that the delay will be decided upon. 
And public sentiment will probably 
back such a decision. It would add 
something 
to 
the 
experience 
predicted for most people now living 
who 
never 
have 
seen 
a 
truly 
spectacular comet. Especially one 
that makes the historic Hailey’s 
take a back seat. 


Glacial ice in your cocktails? 
That’s not a total impossibility. 


Representative Craig Hosmer of 
Long Beach suggests that it might 
be a good idea for American firms 
to follow the lead of a Copenhagen 
importer and fly “sparkling blue 
domestic glacier cubes down from 
Alaska to the lower 48 states.’’

In the public interest by Ralph Nader 
Lemming-like lawyers 


WASHINGTON - July is the 
month when thousands of law school 
graduates anxiously take their bar 
examinations so they can become 
lawyers 
for 
millions of 
people 
t h r o u g h o u t 
t h e i r 
c a r e e r s . 
Preciously little scrutiny has been 
given to the bar examination in the 
fifty states by the legal profession,, 
law professors, students and others 
interested 
in 
how 
lawyers 
are 
shaped and who can and cannot get 
into this fraternity. 
Bar exams customarily are many 
years behind actual developments in 
the law as they relate to ordinary 
people. The questions deal heavily 
with 
commerical 
and 
property 
questions, traditional criminal law 
and negligence cases and some 
ancient lore which emerged one or 
more centuries ago. There is little 
reflection 
of 
recent 
poverty, 
environmental, 
women's 
right, 
tenant, consumer, and corporate 
responsibility legal trends which 
have given more rights to ordinary 
citizens 
challenging 
centers 
of 
power. Over the years, there has 
been a bias toward questions which 
reveal the rights of the powerful 
rather than the absence of rights 
and remedies for the weak. 
These exams also 
emphasize 
memorizing 
legal 
rules instead of the 
j u d g e m e n t 
and 
creativity of the law 
graduate’s 
responses. 
Consequently, they 
exert at many law 
schools 
a 
strong 
pressure 
to 
take 
courses and study 
material 
which 
cater 
to 
these 
examinations. 
At some of the lesser renown law 
school, this has contributed to a 
trade school atmosphere. 
At the more famous schools the 
process is more subtle but still 


heavily oriented at the so-called 
“ bread 
and 
butter” 
courses. 
Students who wish to specialize in 
the 
frontier 
areas 
of 
the 
law 
mentioned above are likely to be 
less prepared for the bar exam than 
those who take the more established 
pathways through the curriculm. 
A new idea — the multistate bar 
examination 
— 
featuring 
200 
multiple choice questions over a six 
hour 
examination 
period 
is 
spreading rapidly. Thirty two states 
now 
give 
this 
uniform 
test 
developed 
by 
the 
National 
Conference 
of 
Bar 
Examiners 
(NCBEi of Columbia, Missouri in 
close 
association 
with 
the 
Educational Testing Service (ETS) 
of Princeton, New Jersey. 
Since 
it 
was 
first 
given 
in 
February 1972, law students have 
been complaining to me about its 
stress on knowing picayune yet 
vague 
d i f f e r e n c e s 
b e t w e e n 
definitions of rules that have to be 
memorized. They claim that it 
requires even less judgement and 
analysis 
than 
the 
Law 
School 
Aptitude Test also administered by 
ETS. 
One 
of 
the 
more 
astounding 
discoveries made by the students is 
that even the experts can’t agree on 
the “best answer” to many of the 
multiple-choice 
questions. 
For 
example, 
the 
two 
Bar 
Review 
Course 
in 
Washington, 
D.C., 
differed on the answers to 54 out of 
200 questions on the February 1972 
exam. 
Joe Covington, Director of Testing 
for 
NCBE 
confirms 
that 
the 
answers to old exams are not given 
to the students or to the Bar Review 
Courses. How then can such wide 
discrepancies be cleared up and the 
ambiguities in the questions be 
analyzed? 
There is a likelihood that the 
NCBE multi-state test will spread to 
more states and become exclusive. 
Presently states have a day or two 
devoted to essay type questions. But 


already, 
Pennsylvania 
and New 
Jersey, according to Mr. Covington, 
don’t even bother to grade the essay 
questions if the law graduate makes 
a certain score on the multiple- 
choice questions. 
Since some prominent corporate 
lawyers running bar associations 
have complained about the large 
number of young lawyers coming 
into the 
profession, 
some with 
reforming zeal, it is time to look 
into the tiny elite which secretly 
shapes the policy behind these bar 
exams. 
Consumers of legal services have 
enough to compain about without 
seeing more artificial barriers and 
mechanistic hurdles to increase to 
district legal education and penalize 
innovative and judgmental thinking.
